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Editorial 








TWO VIEWS OF PLANT NAMES 


Plant names have purposes that 
differ according to those who make 
use of them. To the botanist a plant 
name is a term of identification, and 
whether it has one syllable or three 
syllables, whether it is euphonious 
or a tongue-twister or whether it is 
accurately descriptive or just a han- 
dle means very little. Many of the 
early botanical names were those of 
mythological characters or places, 
more or less familiar to a generation 
educated in the Greek and Latin 
languages, from which many terms 
were taken to coin the descriptive 
names of species particularly. Neither 
the languages nor the mythology of 
the ancients forms so important a 
part of the scholastic education of 
the present generation, to which, 
consequently, the meaning of most 
botanical names is lost. For identifi- 
cation, however, the botanical names 
continue their usefulness, interna- 
tional as they are, just as medical 
and legal terms do. 

To the nurseryman a plant name 
is also an identification, for a tag or 
label, but it is something more as the 
name of a commodity he wishes to 
sell. Hence, he prefers a name that 
is easy to understand, easy to pro- 
nounce and to spell and easy to re- 
member. A mellifluous name has 
sales value, and so does a name which 
stirs the buyers’ interest. Common 
names of plants serve such purposes, 
except that common names are 
sometimes confusing because they 
may refer to different plants in dif- 
ferent localities. Varietal names 
nowadays are usually in English in 
this country, and they serve the com- 
mercial man best in the most exten- 
sive genera, as roses, irises, etc. 

If the nurseryman will remember 
that the scientific tongue-twisters in 
botanical nomenclature are neces- 
sary for accurate national and inter- 
national identification of plants, he 
will recognize the scientists’ view- 
point and, at the same time, under- 
stand the necessity of using the Latin 
names in his catalog or price list so 
that there may be no misunderstand- 
ing by his customers. 





On the other hand, botanists who 
have the opportunity and responsi- 
bility of naming or renaming plants 
might well remember that this is a 
modern age, when classical learning 
is not so prevalent as it was formerly, 
and so make concession to the public, 
if not to nurserymen. 

Even the human element is appar- 
ent in botanists at times. On this 
basis can be explained the rather 
general use of the word pyramidal, 
or pyramidalis in the Latinized ver- 
sion, to describe evergreens which 
are not pyramidal in shape, but 
conical. To the classical student, at 
least, there is a ring to pyramidalis, 
which there is not in conoides or 
any other Latinlike phrase devised 
to mean conelike. 

Efforts to devise a modern code for 
the nomenclature of cultivated plants 
were described recently in these 
pages. The movement is of impor- 
tance and should be of interest to 
all classes of persons who have to do 
with plant names. By some give and 
take between those classes, through 
an understanding of one another’s 
problems and purposes, all will re- 
ceive some of the benefits achieved. 


FAIR TRADE PRACTICES 

The assistance of the Federal 
Trade Commission in establishing 
rules of trade practices is welcomed 
by the nursery industry, because it is 
evident to anyone commercially in- 
terested in this field that the volume 
of future sales to any given customer 
depends upon the satisfactoriness of 
the early experiences of the gardener. 
If the buyer is victimized by an irre- 
sponsible dealer or fly-by-night outfit, 
he is not always wise enough to rec- 
ognize that the fault was his own for 
not dealing with an established re- 
sponsible firm. Sometimes, the latter, 
indeed, is blamed for permitting the 
unsatisfactory experiences. 

Although there is general agree- 
ment that the industry would be ben- 
efited by the widest possible recogni- 
tion of standard and_ responsible 
trade practices, discussion of such 
rules at the recent A. A. N. conven- 
tion indicated that they might be so 
detailed and complex as to be not 
only impracticable, but not altogether 
understandable. The more rules are 
involved in an industry program, the 
more definitions are necessary, and 
the more detailed are the subjects of 
such definitions. Like traffic laws and 
regulations, they may become so vol- 
uminous that the public, or even the 
industry involved, cannot compre- 
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hend or remember them all. Conse- 
quently, infractions are common, not 
of the important regulations, but of 
technical details that are rather a 
matter of judgment. 

Fair trade practice rules which will 
make definite those things which are 
contrary to recognized good business 
in the horticultural field are desirable. 
If they are not complex, it is not too 
difficult to establish whether or not 
an action is taken with misleading or 
unfair intent, and that is the crux 
of the matter, after all. 


FREE ADVICE 

One recent newcomer to the nurs- 
ery trade, after having spent years 
in another retail field, expressed 
amazement at the time spent by the 
average retail nurseryman in giving 
advice to customers without charge. 
Not only are customers given advice 
on the planting and care of the mer- 
chandise they buy, but often a con- 
siderable amount of a nurseryman’s 
time is taken by gardeners’ queries 
when no sale is made at all 

While a buyer may get some in- 
struction on the application of the 
paint he buys at a hardware store or 
may obtain a dealer’s opinion on 
some product or process, he is un- 
likely to expect or to receive full in- 
structions on how to build a barbe- 
cue pit or how to repair his garage 
doors. For such information the 
buyer may be referred to a display 
rack of “how to do it yourself” books 
which are becoming increasingly 
common nowadays. 

Rarely has a nurseryman been suc- 
cessful in charging a consultation 
fee to nonbuying inquisitors, but 
when he spends a half-hour or an 
hour giving advice and counsel, it 
would seem that he might be entitled 
to a moderate fee like a physician ot 
lawyer. 

The increasing number of books 
and pamphlets on the various phases 
of gardening and plant subjects, 
some of them exceedingly low in 
price, should make it possible for the 
retail nurseryman to refer visitors 
to a rack of publications, similar to 
the “how to do it yourself** books on 
display in the hardware or paint 
store. 

In the course of operating a busi- 
ness, the proprietor’s time is not the 
cheapest item. Not too much of it 
can be wasted, or given away free, 
without the result showing up in the 
profits, or rather lack of them, at the 
end of the season.

Nurserymen, especially those who 
do a greater portion of their busi- 
ness through mail orders, are con- 
fronted with several problems which 
have serious implications. Because 
of increased parcel-post, express and 
other carrier charges, it has been 
necessary for nurserymen to look for 
some method of packaging or some 
material that would replace, or at 
least supplement, the heavy mois- 
tened shingle tow, peat or sphagnum 
moss presently being used in the 
packaging of nursery stock for ship- 
ment to retail markets. 

It has been estimated that as much 
as 50 per cent of the over-all ship- 
ping costs on certain types of nurs- 
ery stock can be attributed to the 
moistened packing material. It is 
course, that as the 
material to be

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tity of packing material necessary 
to maintain a quality product dur- 
ing the transit period, and this, in 
turn, results in an increase in carrier 
charges. 

Need for Packing 


The inclusion of moistened pack- 
ing with nursery stock has been 
standard practice in the trade for 
many years. Nurserymen have found 
that the inclusion of a filler, which 
varies from shingle tow to mixtures 
of sawdust and peat, around the 
roots and crowns of plant materials 
was necessary to prevent excessive 
moisture loss and thereby maintain 
a plant in a good condition until it 
could be planted by the customer. 

Dormant plant materials shipped 
late in the season or held under high 
moisture and temperature conditions 
often break bud and begin to grow. 
It is this moistened packing, which 
in some cases may contain a quan- 
tity of moisture in excess of that 
required to keep the plant in a good 
turgid condition, that supplies the 
needed impetus for growth. Gener- 
ally, any new growth forced during 
the shipping period will be lost after 
the plant is set in the ground by the 
customer. The cushioning effect of 
the moistened packing material, 
which theoretically prevents bruising 
in transit, is of secondary impor- 
tance. It is true that when fillers are 
used for cushioning the package that 
the customer receives is relatively 
heavy and well contoured. This is 
the type of package the mail-order 
customer is most accustomed to re- 
ceiving, and, even though the plant 
materials contained inside could con- 
ceivably be dried out, the drying 
process is not so rapid as it is when 
the packing is entirely eliminated 
from the order. 

Research investigations being car- 
ried on at the Iowa state agricultural 
experiment station, Ames, Ia., in co- 
operation with the United States 
Department of Agriculture and Iowa 
nurserymen have resulted in the de- 
velopment and application of various 
packaging modifications, which will 
replace the heavier packing fillers 
and still maintain plant materials in 
a satisfactory condition during the 
storage or shipping period. 

Polyethylene Film Used 

Packaging research until fairly re- 
cently has been concerned with the 
development and testing of moisture 
retardant films, applied either as so- 
lutions or as over-all wraps, as they 
affect the shelf life of fruits and vege- 
tables or the storage life of cut flow- 
ers. Researchers working at Michi-

Growth Control with MH-40

Progressive nurserymen are fa- 
miliar with chemical controls and 
use them in numerous profitable 
ways. In the broad field of using 
chemicals in plant culture, great 
progress has been made in a few 
decades. From a simple beginning 
with Bordeaux mixture, the use of 
chemicals has become more and more 
widespread, and now it is often diffi- 
cult to keep up with new develop- 
ments. 

These substances came into service 
in more or less the following order: 

1) Fertilizers—to nourish plants; 
2) insecticides—to kill insects; (3) 
fungicides to prevent fungus 
growth, and (4) herbicides—to regu- 
late, kill or prevent weed growth. 

The last group covers a wide field 
comprising many chemicals, one of 
the most important of which is 
2.4-D, a selective formulation which 
controls by hormone action. 

In the past year and a half there 
has been the unfolding of a remark- 
ably significant new chemical called 
maleic hydrazide, popularly known 
as MH-40. Present evidence points 
to the increasing importance of this 
chemical because of its manyfold 
uses. With its inception a new group 
has thus come into being, so that 
one may now list (5) growth control. 

Surprisingly, maleic hydrazide was 
first discovered in 1895 by two Ger- 
man chemists, Curtius and Foster- 
ling. But at that time its possibilities 
were unforeseen, and it was not until 


1947 that O. L. Hoffman again 
brought it to light in the Bethany, 
Conn., laboratory of the Naugatuck 
Chemical Division of the United 
States Rubber Co. This company, 
which has introduced such splendid 
fungicides as Spergon and Phygon, 
included it in elaborate tests of a 
number of chemicals. This was done 
primarily to screen them for fungi- 
cide qualities but with an open mind 
as to their other potential uses. MH 
was soon proved to be a noncon- 
formist. As a fungicide it was not too 
effective, but, instead, behaved in a 
goblin-like fashion. Somehow, it 
caused plants to cease growing. The 
Bethany laboratory mailed out sev- 
eral hundred samples to research 
workers all over the country and 
began new experiments of its own 


-xperiments z urdue 
Experiments at Purd 


As the work progresses, booklets 
and articles by eminent scientists 
are being published. From Dr. A. C 
Leopold’s experiments at Purdue 
University, La Fayette, Ind., this 
is known: Auxin is a hormone sub- 
stance in plants that stimulates api- 
cal dominance or vertical growth. 
MH-40 has been found to work in 
opposition to auxin and thus slows 
down the growing tips or apical cells. 
In the spring a plant produces much 
auxin and this consequently stimu- 
lates rapid growth of long stalks 
and seed heads. When treated with 
maleic hydrazide, the auxin is neu- 
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tralized and lateral growth ensues. 

Practical employment of MH-40 
thus has almost unlimited potentiali- 
ties. Much work has been done on 
the growth of grass, first on Con- 
necticut highways, then in two ceme- 
teries and several experiment sta- 
tions. The control is obvious, and 
since maleic hydrazide is a readily 
soluble powder with low toxicity, it 
is easy to apply. Three ounces to 
1,000 square feet is safe and effec- 
tive. Grass should be at least two 
inches high when sprayed, and, by 
the end of a week or 10 days, ab- 
sorption will have taken place. The 
grass can then be cut to any desired 
height. It may become temporarily 
discolored and uneven later, and the 
tidy homeowner may find this dis- 
concerting. MH is therefore recom- 
mended as more suitable for difficult 
areas such as banks, along fences, 
around tombstones in cemeteries, on 
the grounds of outdoor theaters and 
along highways. 

Applications have also been made 
on potatoes and onions as a pre- 
harvest spray when the bulbs are 
fully matured but the foliage not yet 
dead. This controls the sprouts in 
storage. In the south, it is effective 
on tobacco to control suckering. 


Chrysanthemum Height Controlled 


Chrysanthemums, which are of 
prime interest to some nurserymen, 
respond to treatment well, and Dr. 
Leopold has found that a 0.1 pet 
cent solution results in at least as 
good potted plants, with more lat- 
eral growth, as the pinch treatment. 
This, however, is still in the experi- 
mental stage. 

One of the newest and most ex- 
citing applications of maleic hydra- 
zide is its employment on hedges 
Dr. J. E. Knott, of the University 
of California, Davis, Calif., was the 
first to treat a Pyracantha crenulata 
hedge with MH. After trying vari- 
ous solutions, while leaving two sec- 
tions untreated, one clipped and one 
unclipped, he published in 1950 the 
following striking results (Ameri- 
can Society for Horticultural Science 
Vol. 55): “. . . With a solution of 
0.5 per cent maleic hydrazide, new 
shoot growth is completely checked 
for at least a month and greatly re- 
tarded for several months. No injury 
to the evergreen foliage or any partly 
developed berries is apparent.” Re- 
peated treatments for several years 
gave no evidence of injury. 

Two sprayings will control the 
growth practically the whole season, 
with only one trimming necessary. 
This does not mean that the trim- 
ming shears can be discarded; how-

Shreveport office the firm does work 
in Louisiana, Arkansas, Alabama and 
Mississippi. The Dallas office covers 
Texas, Oklahoma and Kansas. At 
present the firm’s designers are doing 
the landscape plans for the new $14 
million Beverly-Hilton hotel, at Bev- 
erly Hills, Calif. 

The far-flung Lambert operations 
are concentrated at 3800 Northwest 
highway, Dallas, a location at which 
the firm has 17 acres—nine acres in 
heeling-in grounds, four acres in dis- 
play grounds and lawns and three 
acres devoted to service buildings and 
storage of materials such as manure, 
peat, loam, ledge stones, flagstones 
and materials with which such varied 
features as ponds, cliffs, ledges, etc., 
are constructed. One acre is an arti- 
ficial lake. As to plants, about 40,000 
to 50,000 are stocked in tin cans and 
tar paper pots at this location. 

Employees of the firm, in the peak 
season, number more than 200, in- 
cluding seven landscape designers 
and one commercial designer.

There is a switchboard 
on the premises to handle the many 
incoming and outgoing calls of the 
firm and to maintain contact with the 
various divisions of the organization. 


The Gift Shop 


lhe most fabulous feature of Lam- 
bert’s is undoubtedly its elegant and 
commodious gift shop. Of the 12 
persons who work in the gift shop, 
not all sell; in fact, some of the most 
fascinating work in the section is 
done by those who prepare gift ma- 
terials for exhibits. From the exhibits 
the prospective customer may obtain 
a notion of how the gifts may be used 
to ornament his home or garden, and 
the gift department’s sumptuous dis- 
plays are one of the shop’s most not- 
able features. 

By no means all of the gifts are 
new merchandise from manufactur- 
ers. There are statuary and other 
pieces from estates at Los Angeles, 
New Orleans, Natchez and wherever 
they can be found. Joseph Lambert, 
Jr., is a wide traveler, has many con- 
tacts among collectors and possesses 
a discerning understanding of what 
wealthy Dallas homeowners may 
fancy. Consequently, sections of Lam- 
bert’s gift emporium seem akin to an 
art gallery.

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Open Frame 
Propagation 
Of Cuttings 
Under Mist

Every living plant or plant part 
requires water during every split 
second of its entire life. This state- 
ment applies with added force to 
those plant parts, commonly called 
leafy or softwood cuttings, which, al- 
though separated from their normal 
sources of water supply as compo- 
nents of complete plants, are yet 
capable of normal water loss through 
the transpirational function of their 
foliage. 

Water may properly be regarded 
as a structural element of leaves and 
other succulent plant parts in that 
water deficits in these tissues may 
result in partial or total collapse 
(wilting) or even death of the tissues 
involved. The mist method of propa- 
gation has been developed both to 
insure the propagator against such 
harmfully negative water deficits

and to provide a reliable continuous cral years, but, by the late 1940s, 


or semicontinuous water supply for 
the beneficially positive support of 
the cutting during the entire rooting 
period. With suitable apparatus, 
such a water supply can be provided 
in either a closed or open propagat- 
ing structure. The present discus- 
sion, however, will be closely con- 
fined to propagation in completely 
open or lightly shaded frames. 
Development of Method 
Evans (2), in his excellent paper 
on the propagation of cacao, states 
as his belief that the first experi- 
mental attempts to root cacao cut- 
tings in open spray beds were made 
by G. E. L. Spencer at the Imperial 
College of Tropical Agriculture, 
Trinidad, in 1936. This early re- 
search was allowed to lapse for sev- 


several workers in Latin America 
were propagating cacao cuttings by 
the continuous mist method in open 
frames. Evans’ publication, although 
limited to the propagation of cacao 
under tropical conditions, contains 
valuable information for anyone in- 
terested in the open-frame continu- 
ous mist method. 

Diehl (1), in what may well be 
the first paper dealing with open- 
frame mist propagation of a north- 
ern woody plant, describes his results 
in rooting five selections of American 
holly. Ninety per cent of the 5,000 
cuttings which he stuck in early Au- 
gust, 1950, were well rooted when 
examined March 28, 1951. 

Ochse and Reark (4) have re- 
ported success in the rooting of sev- 
eral subtropical fruit plants in con- 
stantly misted frames, while Wat- 
kins (6) gives an excellent. brief 
summary of the status of mist propa- 
gation in Florida in 1952. 

Wells (7, 8, 9, 10, 11, 12), 
eral excellent articles since June, 
1953, has given both a broad and de- 
tailed description of experimental 
and commercial propagation by the 
constant mist method in open frames 
and comparable structures. Wells has 
had excellent success in rooting a 
wide variety of northern woody or- 
namentals. Several of his publica- 
tions (7, 8, 10) are already well 
known to readers of the American 
Nurseryman. 

Sparkowski (5), working at Mil- 
waukeee, Wis., during summer, 1955. 
has kindly informed this writer ol 
his rooting results with the open- 
frame continuous mist system. Since 
this information is not in print, it 
will be briefly summarized here. O!

estimated by the stained areas in the burlap side walls. (visible in foreground). 
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while seven failed to root at all. 

The 16 best species were Cornus 
florida (100 per cent); Cornus 
paniculata, Forsythia intermedia 
spectabilis (100 per cent); Ilex 
aquifolium, I. verticillata, Lonicera 
korolowi, Magnolia  soulangeana, 
Magnolia stellata rosea, Philadel- 
phus nepalensis, Prunus tomentosa, 
Spiraea vanhouttei (100 per cent) ; 
Viburnum trilobum (americanum) 
100 per cent); V. dentatum, V. lan- 
tana, V. molle and V. prunifolium 
(100 per cent). The eight species 
rooting less than 58 per cent 
were Buxus microphylla, Coto- 
neaster acutifolia, C. multiflora, 
Euonymus alatus compactus, Ginkgo 
biloba (44 per cent); Hamamelis 
virginiana, Ribes alpinum and Thuja 
occidentalis (15 per cent). The fol- 
lowing seven species failed to root: 
Picea canadensis, Pinus nigra, Pseu- 
dotsuga douglasi, Rhus canadensis, 
Shepherdia argentea, syringa hybrids 
and Taxus cuspidata nana. 

Tent Houses 


The tent house method of propa- 
gating summer wood cuttings has 
been standard in the Shenandoah 
nursery area for many years (see 
figure 1). By this method, cuttings 
are stuck in sand in tight, sash- 
covered coldframes. Provision _ is 
usually made for shading these 
frames by rolling white cloth directly 
over the sashes in hot weather. In

addition to this sash and cloth cover, 
the frames are customarily shaded 
by a tent house, which is also cov- 
ered with white cloth or other shad- 
ing materials. The cloth of the tent 
house is usually rolled up at night 
and let down in the morning. 

Thus, immediately after sticking, 
the cuttings are usually covered by 
a sash and shaded by two thick- 
nesses of white cloth. They are wa- 
tered manually with a hose and kept 
moist, warm and relatively dark 
until rooting begins. As rooting pro- 


ceeds, shading and water are re- 
duced and ventilation is begun so 
that the cuttings are somewhat hard- 
ened off in preparation for potting. 

Many millions of cuttings have 
been rooted by this general method 
and frequently with excellent results. 
There is, however, serious danger 
that fungus and other disease prob- 
lems may develop, especially during 
the early moist-warm-dark stage 
prior to rooting. Also, the equipment 
is relatively costly, while the cultural

GARDEN FEATURES 

Garden features are as much at 
home in their surroundings as gar- 
den designers make them. Some- 
times, no matter how hard landscape 
men try, they cannot make a feature 
look as though it belongs in its set- 
ting with the neighboring plants. In 
other words, the feature should never 
have been selected for the location 
in the first place. 

There should be some tie-in, or as- 
sociation, between the feature and 
the planting, and the feature should 
be a part of the garden theme. Of 
course, shrubs and trees can often 
be features, but I am referring to 
such features as seats, birdbaths, sun- 
dials, etc. A gazing globe is not in 
keeping with a woodland planting, 
nor is a log seat at home in a formal 
garden, but a natural stone birdbath 
seems suitable under a dogwood. 

Rarely is it advisable to place a 
trimmed plant specimen on each side 
of a seat, a well or other feature. The 
reason for placing a feature in any 
specific location is to draw attention 
to the feature and the surrounding 
area. The trimmed specimens cause 
an observer to be somewhat confused 
as to what he is supposed to look at. 

We can make or break a feature 
by the selection of plants that go 
with it. Nearby plants should com- 
plement a garden feature as an effec- 
tive foundation planting comple- 
ments (or should complement) a 
home. 

Scale should not be overlooked 
when planning a planting for a fea- 
ture. A small feature, or one with 
fine details, should not be heavily 
planted with shrubs or small trees 
whose leaves are large and coarse. 
Nor should small features be planted 
only with small-leaved plants and

large features only with coarse- 
leaved types. Common sense must 
guide. The scale of a feature should 
be related to that of the surround- 
ing plants and the size of the area, 
or vice versa. Varying textures of 
foliage are suitable, as long as, for 
example, such plants as rock coto- 
neaster and maximum rhododendron 
are not used in combination. Suit- 
ably scaled plantings make a garden 
superior to the ordinary. 

It is probably more difficult to 
adapt features to informal surround- 
ings than to formal garden areas. 
Many ideas can be introduced. If 
the feature is placed to the rear of 
trees, the trees’ arching branches 
tend to make the point of interest 
more recessive, or deeper. Not only 
is the third dimension intensified by 
such placement, but interesting 
shadows usually result also.

An Old Well Retained as a Feature. 
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The floral world is enriched by 
about 100 species of linum, many of 
which are desirable for garden deco- 
ration. Few gardeners are aware that 
this wealth of material is theirs for 
the asking and searching. The 
searching is often the most difficult 
part of securing and growing a flax, 
because all the kinds that have been 
tested here in northern Michigan are 
easy to grow from seeds and, with 
few exceptions as to tenderness to 
cold, they are easy to keep in our 
gardens. Most linums come from 
moderately warm parts of the world, 
where they grow on sunny slopes in 
poor, light soil which is perfectly 
drained. 

Taking a cue from the foregoing, 
nurserymen will have little trouble 
with the plants if they duplicate the 
plants’ natural growing conditions. 
It should be remembered that good 
drainage is not the least of their re- 
quirements. Even the species of ques- 
tionable hardiness will endure far 
more cold than is generally supposed 
possible if drainage is looked after. 

There may be weeds in the genus. 
If so, I have never found them. All 
kinds that have grown here through 
the years have shown some trait or 
traits to recommend them. 

First, alphabetically, comes Linum 
aretioides, a tiny flax from Asia 
Minor. This is a little cushion of foli- 
age upon which rest stemless cups of 
bright, golden yellow, all no more 
than two inches tall. It has the repu- 
tation of being tender, and, judging 
by its origin, one might be justified 
in thinking so. Experience, however, 
has shown that it is hardy enough to 
stand a temperature of 25 degrees 
Fahrenheit below zero, if it has a 
snow blanket. It will not endure 
damp at any season. It thrives if it 
has a protecting rock on its north 
side. 

A good companion for this flax is 
found in another Oriental species, L. 
carnosulum, which is essentially a 
2-inch edition of the more familiar 
L. austriacum. It matches aretioides 
in stature; its blue is a nice compan- 
ion for the gold of the other, and 
they do well with essentially the 
same cultural care.

probably all geographical forms of 
the widespread L. flavum, may be 
taken together. They make attractive 
bushes and produce in summer gen- 
erous numbers of yellow fiax flowers. 
L. flavum is about the best of these 
for northern gardens, because, being 
entirely herbaceous, it may be pro- 
tected in winter if there is any ques- 
tion about its being able to go 
through the winter. It grows to 10 
inches in height and is especially 
generous in the production of its 
loose heads of golden blooms. 
Although L. maritimum is gener- 
ally, and perhaps correctly, consid- 
ered to be a form of L. flavum, it has 
some differentiating characters as 
far as its garden use is concerned. In 
the first place, all plants of mariti- 
mum grown here were orange yellow 









in their flower color. At least that is 
the way I remember them now. It 
must be admitted, though, that fla- 
vum occasionally produces a plant 
from seeds with orange in its make- 
up; so perhaps we cannot put too 
much dependence on that difference. 
The reputation of maritimum for 
tenderness to cold is not entirely un- 
earned, for, although young plants 
seem entirely hardy, old ones which 
have become woody at the base usu- 
ally pass out during a cold, snowless 
winter. The books tell us that it 
blooms in July, but, like many an- 
other flax, it usually gives some color 
throughout the balance of the sum- 
mer and fall. That is especially true 
of old plants of this species. Often

Ironweeds 


Ironweeds are noble plants and 
possess much merit for garden plant- 
ing, notwithstanding the prejudice 
against them in some quarters be- 
cause of their magenta hue; however, 
much of the prejudice has been based 
on hearsay knowledge and can be 
overcome by showing the plants in 
good surroundings. For instance, I 
recall a most exciting picture seen in 
an Ohio nursery several years ago in 
which ironweeds were pleasingly 
used. It was made up of Vernonia 


crinata, which is the arkansana of 


lists; goldenrods (Solidago canaden- 
sis and S. sempervirens), and gay- 
feathers (liatris), with a_ liberal 
sprinkling of a tall, white aster. The 
gardener had arranged his planting 
against a background of evergreens, 
which not only helped subdue the 
high colors but also gave the entire 
planting a natural setting. And the 
rich soil the woodland furnished in- 
duced a luxuriousness not often seen 
in ironweeds. The latter attained a 
height of more than six feet, showing 
violet and purple heads above the 3 
to 4-foot sprays of goldenrods 


Claytonia Multiscapa 


Recently, in an old copy of an 
amateur publication, I read an in- 
quiry about Claytonia multiscapa 
and it brought to mind an experi- 
ence I had with the plant more than 
20 years ago. Going back to my notes 
of that period, I found two or three 
lengthy references to it, from which 
I quote the following brief summary 
with the hope that it may interest 
some readers: 

“If it were not for surprises, a gar- 
dener’s life would be altogethe 
prosaic at times. One of the pleasant 
surprises this spring [this was writ- 
ten in 1932] is a clump of purple- 
veined, white spring beauties which 
came to me unnamed the past fall 
from a friend in Wyoming. Although

Reflections on the Progress and Problems of Nurserymen 
By E. Sam Hemming 


THE MAPLES 


Say “maple” to a nurseryman and 
he is inclined to think of the four or 
five species that are commonly 
grown. The Norway, sugar, silver, 
red and Japanese maples represent a 
large proportion of all the trees that 
are grown and sold. These few 
species comprise only a few of the 50 
to 60 species that are suitable for 
ornamental use. Among the maples 
there is such an abundance of good 
species that it seems difficult to se- 
lect several to grow. 

The five widely grown include 
three of the best, but omit a large 
group that ought to be grown, which 
I will discuss later in the article. The 
three best are the red, sugar and 
Japanese maples. For my vicinity 
(eastern Maryland), the red maple 
is the choicest, making a hardwood, 
long-lived, large, graceful and color- 
ful tree. Farther north, from Penn- 
sylvania to Quebec, the sugar maple 
takes its place as the handsomest spe- 
cimen maple. In the Maryland area 
borers seem to plague it during the 
hot summers. Its fall color is un- 
deniably lovely, and certainly does a 
great deal to make New England the 
beautiful part of the country it is. 


The Japanese maples are really 
more like shrubs than trees, but they 
are undeniably ornamental, and, 
while some types may be a bit garish, 
mature little specimens of most types 
are graceful subjects. They are so 
familiar that much comment is not 
necessary. 

I would like to defend a frequently 
maligned tree, the silver maple. I 
know a specimen five feet in trunk 
that is as handsome a tree as one 
would wish. This quick-growing tree 
does have the bad habit of breaking 
up in storms and being somewhat 
quick to decay. Yet it is one of the 
most satisfactory trees to use in 
planting avenues and drives. My 
long-time opinion is that one should 
plant good trees like the hardwood 
maples, oaks and other fine trees for 
avenues; yet, from bitter experience 
too many have, through customer laz- 
iness and neglect, produced uneven 
stands and irregular results. The 
silver maple, except in cases of most 


flagrant neglect, will produce an 
avenue of even-growing trees. 

I was never too keen on the Nor- 
way maple, but it is an easy to grow, 
roundheaded tree, provided it is not 
planted too far south. There are two 
maples grown that are in my opinion 
most undesirable, the box elder and 
the sycamore maple. The former has 
some value when planted in the drier 
middle west, but has no place in the 
east, and the sycamore maple is a 
most unattractive tree without any 
value. 

The other maples not only include 
handsome large trees and attractive 
shrubby plants but also a large num- 
ber of medium-size and miniature 
trees of graceful habit and handsome 
foliage. It is this relatively large

group that could furnish many sub- 
jects for planting around new ranch 
homes; yet, almost without exception 
they are not to be found in nursery 
lists. 

The group includes natives as well 
as exotics from Europe and Asia, and 
they have been long known to horti- 
culturists but only in the gardens of 
the plant hobbyist and in arboretums. 
I can recall 25 years ago that my pro- 
fessor of plant materials recom- 
mended three or four of these for 
landscape use. A year ago, when 
Dr. L. C. Chadwick showed the 
Maryland nurserymen slides from his 
recent trip to Europe, he, too, men- 
tioned several species that are grown 
there that really should be planted 
widely in the United States. 

Most of these maples are mature 
when about 30 feet high and make 
almost dainty trees. Some of the 
species that should be considered 
seriously are Acer pensylvanicum, a 
species with an attractively striped 
bark; A. mandshuricum, Manchur- 
ian maple, a graceful little tree with 
dark green foliage; A. campestre, 
another small tree, but not too com- 
mon; A. ginnala, a smaller tree than 
the previous, graceful and with hand-

LANDSCAPE MEN’S TOUR 


A landscape tour, conducted at 
Minneapolis, Minn., Sunday, July 
18, for members of the National 
Landscape Nurserymen’s Associa- 
tion under the supervision of Mr. 
and Mrs. Selmer Halla, Halla Nurs- 
ery, Minneapolis, proved to be a 
high point of the group’s get-to- 
gether. The touring landscape men 
remarked on the excellence of land- 
scape plantings developed at Min- 
neapolis in spite of the limited vari- 
ety of plant materials. Because of 
the cold Minneapolis winters, plant 
materials used there are largely lim- 
ited to the pine, spruce, juniper and 
arborvitae evergreens, together with 
flowering crab apple trees, Russian 
olive trees and hardy shrubs. It 
was noted that the newer plantings 
combined shrubs and_ evergreens 
and thus offered an interesting relief 
from the all-evergreen plantings of 
many of the older residences. 

Noted with interest was the in- 
creasing use of flowering crab apple 
trees and others to achieve effects 
previously achieved with large ever- 
greens. Also noted with interest was 
the increasing use of members of the 
pine family which seem to offer more 
interest than do many members of 
the spruce family. 

After observing landscaping at a 
number of Minneapolis residences, 
members of the National Landscape 
Nurserymen’s Association joined for 
a luncheon on the lawn of Selmer 
Halla. A delightful luncheon was 
served, and the landscape nursery- 
men had an opportunity to discuss 
the plantings they had seen. 

The Hallas proved excellent guides 
on the tour inasmuch as they have 
been in the nursery business at Min- 
neapolis for 11 years. Their nurs- 
ery is ideally situated in the center 
of one of the largest and newest 
residential additions to the com- 
munity.

OKLAHOMA CITY NOTES

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ARBORISTS CLIMBING HIGH 


The arborists, or tree experts, of 
the country have advanced into such 
prominence that they formed the 
subject of a recent article in a 
national financial weekly, Barron’s. 
They were called “dendricians,” as 
the technical term, in the headline 
that described them as “sitting 
pretty in today’s economy.” 

Opening with a description of the 
Asplundh Tree Expert Co., Jenkin- 
town, Pa., as the “largest and most 
successful tree service enterprise in 
the country,” the article stated that 
the concern grossed $20,000,000 last 
year, double its sales in 1950 and 
five times those of 1946. All told, 
Carl Asplundh employs some 3,600 
tree workers, operating in 28 states 
of the Union, according to the article. 
The company’s investment in equip- 
ment was stated to run to some 
$3,000,000, including 650 trucks, 600 
power saws, various intricate hy- 
draulic lifts and other tools. Re- 
cently, the firm went into equipment 
manufacturing, producing a special 
chipper that chews up brushwood 
by the wavside after a big tree- 
clearing job. Most of the company’s 
work is for public utility companies, 
which provide a large portion of the 
business of  arborists generally 
throughout the country. 

Last year, according to the article, 
a quarter of a billion dollars was 
spent in the United States on the 
care and repair of trees, of which 
about $100,000,000 came from the 
utility companies and the remaining 
$150,000,000 from other sources 
The other sources include muni- 
cipalities which contract for the care 
of the trees in their parkways, in- 
dustrial firms with landscaped 
grounds and, finally, homeowners 

The figure of 2,000 companies in 
the business in this country, ac- 
cording to Paul E. Tilford, secretary- 
treasurer of the National Arborist 
Association, includes all kinds of 
arborists. 

A few companies, like Asplundh, 
primarily do work for public utili- 
ties, such as Karl Kuemmerling 
Associates, Inc., Canton, O., and 
Farrens Tree Surgeons. Inc.. Jack- 
sonville, Fla. 

The majority of tree firms serve 
all classes of customers. National 
leaders named by the article are 
Davey Tree Expert Co., Kent, O 
“which expects this year’s gross to 
reach $9,000,000.” and the Bartlett 
Tree Expert Co., Stamford, Conn.. 
which is currently grossing about 
$5,000,000. Below these are medium- 
size companies, of which the article

Mainstay of the industry is the 
small firms operating in a single 
locality or limited area, with any- 
where from one to 25 employees. 
The gross business may run between 
$5,000 and $50,000 a year, according 
to the enterprise, payroll, quality of 
work and length of time in business. 
Most of these enterprises are run 
by men who have worked for larger 
firms and then gone into business for 
themselves. 

The market has been greatly ex- 
panded by the million-a-year rate 
of new home construction, especially 
in suburban and rural areas. Ad- 
vertising done by arborists to con- 
vince the public that a healthy tree 
enhances the value of real estate, 
while a diseased tree detracts from 
it, has a further influence in ex- 
panding sales. 

Municipalities are becoming 
aware of the value of their trees. 
East Orange, N. J., took a census not 
long ago and found it had 23,000 
trees with an average value of $190. 
A similar census at Greenwich, 
Conn., showed a tree population 
of 60,000, averaging $200 apiece in 
value, a total worth of $12,000,000.

Stan Says — 


Paul’s scarlet hawthorn is one of 
the best of the spring-flowering trees. 
It grows as high as a 2'-story 
house and is in full bloom May 7 
at Pittsburgh, Pa. Its flowers are 
conspicuous, even though the tree 
is in full leafage at blooming time, 
and the blooms can be used as cut 
flowers. The tree can be moved 
with bare roots until it is six to 
eight feet tall. Taller specimens 
should be balled. Most of the stock 
sold in the east is grown on the 
west coast and shipped east in 
February. 


This hawthorn has three draw- 
backs which do not seem to prevent 
people from planting it. Scale attacks 
it, but can be controlled easily by a 
dormant spray. Woolly aphis at- 
tacks it, but this, too, can be con- 
trolled by spraying. It suckers 
badly; one should thin out some of 
the suckers, but not try to remove all 
of them. 


It grows in acid and limestone 
soils and is upright in its growth, 
so that it is more suited to narrow 
lots than some of the wide-spreading 
flowering crab apple trees.

mand for and the value of their crops 
have increased, more of such equip- 
ment has been installed. 

Those who have a prime interest 
in this subject will find valuable a 
book just published, “Supplemental 
Irrigation for Eastern United States,” 
by Harry Rubey, chairman of the 
department of civil engineering at 
the University of Missouri, just pub- 
lished by the Interstate Printers & 
Publishers, at $3.50. 

Out of his background of practi- 
cal experience and scientific training, 
the author is able to indicate the pos- 
sibilities and limitations of supple- 
mental irrigation and the precautions 
to be observed in its use. He dis- 
cusses the topographical conditions 
necessary, sources and conveyance of 
water supply, methods of applying 
water to the land, surface irrigation, 
irrigation by sprinkling, water re- 
quirements and costs. In addition to 
the chapters discussing the various 
phases of the subject, he supplies the 
necessary technical data for installa- 
tion and operation in the appendices, 
which occupy almost the latter half 
of the book of 209 pages. 


NUTTALL IN NORTHWEST 

While Thomas Nuttall spent only 
a part of his lifetime on this side 
of the water, it was the most active 
portion of his career, and his name 
and reputation rest chiefly upon the 
American plants he found on his 
travels and described in print. Re- 
cent research into his history has 
revealed a diary of his trip from Phil- 
adelphia into the old northwest ter- 
ritory, to the source waters of the 
Missouri river, in 1810. This was 
discovered by Dr. Jeanette E. Grau- 
stein, of the University of Delaware, 
and is published under the title, 
“Nuttall’s Travels into the Old 
Northwest,” just published as No. ¥2 
of volume 14 of Chronica Botanica, 
at $3, issued by the Chronica Botan- 
ica Co., Waltham, Mass., and Stech- 
ert-Hafner, Inc., New York. 

Besides a_ transcription the 
diary, chiefly containing observations 
on the flora and fauna of the terri- 
tory he covered, but also including 
some impressions of the frontier life 
of that day, the paperbound volume 
contains a brief sketch of Nuttall’s 
life, with illustrations from _ those 
early days and notes of personalities 
and horticultural plant introductions. 
Something is told of the decade 
which Nuttall spent as curator of the 
Cambridge botanic garden between 
the period of his first long trip de- 
scribed in this diary and his later one 
to the Arkansas territory.

Gifts which are carried by Lam- 
bert’s and which sell well to Dallas- 
tonians would not be suitable for 
garden shops in all cities, and it 
should be said that Joseph Lambert, 
Jr., urges considerable study and ex- 
treme moderation in stocking art 
pieces. “It depends entirely,” he 
states, ‘on the kind of trade you have 
available and the number of families 
in the area who can afford such re- 
finements in their yards, if and when 
they could be sold on the satisfaction 
they could receive by putting them 
there.” 

Among the 133,000 homeowners 
of Dallas, approximately 16,000 live 
in homes costing more than $20,000, 
a statistic which gives a good idea of 
the vast buying potential of this 
Texas city. Among the many well- 
to-do homeowners are numerous cus- 
tomers to buy the artistic materials 
and gifts that the Lamberts have 
found to their liking and selected for 
their approval. In this market is 
many a potential customer to whom 
an oil gusher has brought overnight 
wealth. 


Prices No Puzzle 


Prices are plainly written, so that 
anyone can read them, on aluminum 
tags which will be as legible in 1957 
as in 1954. Each gift tag also con- 
tains the inventory number. 

“We believe,” says Joseph Lam- 
bert, Jr., “that the customer has more 
confidence in the firm that plainly 
prices its merchandise so that just 
anyone can read the prices—no rub- 
ber prices. Having prices on each 
item also saves the time of our sales- 
people.” 

Mr. Lambert estimates that 20 per 
cent of the firm’s merchandise is 
moved without benfit of salespersons. 
The customer sees the goods, makes 
up his mind at his leisure that it fits 
his situation—that is, both his yard 
and his pocketbook—and then sees 
the cashier. 

A pecan tree may carry a price of 
$345. Steve Dodds, a Lambert sales- 
man who gives his attention to out- 
side selling, explains to a customer 
inquiring about it that the pecan 
tree is delivered, the ground pre- 
pared, a hole dug and the tree staked 
and guaranteed for two years for the 
price on the tag. .

is for the tree, usually balled and bur- 
lapped, delivered to the buyer’s home 
if he lives within 25 miles of the 
store. If the hole for the tree is dug, 
the delivery man will help the owner 
put the tree into the hole. The higher 
price is for delivery, digging the hole, 
putting in organic matter, planting 
and staking the tree and guarantee- 
ing it for two years. 

The concern’s peak season occurs 
in March, April and May. Particular 
demands are put on the landscaping 
end of the business, for Lambert’s of- 
fers a service that extends from tak- 
ing the yard as it comes, doing the 
grading, surveying the site for the 
pools, terraces and other landscape 
features, laying the ledges and walks 
and planting the entire yard. About 
25 per cent of the firm’s jobs are for 
cottage-type dwellings; the rest 
calls for a plan, and, at Lambert’s, 
all plans are paid for. Landscaping 
for small homes, those costing $14,- 
000 or less, is roughed in for the 
customer, with no formal plan, 
however. 


Develop Landscape Gradually 

Lambert's designers have learned 
that many owners of larger homes 
wish to develop a distinctive land- 
scape over a period of years. The first 
time the estimator visits the property, 
he determines what the plans will cost 
the customer, based upon what the 
customer wants done, the topography 
of the soil, how much clearing there 
is to do, dirt to move or remove, etc. 
It may take from two to many con- 
sultations with the owner before the 
plan is finally finished to suit him 
and, for this reason, a definite charge 
is agreed upon. Besides, Lambert’s 
may not execute any part of the plan 
but the first section, 

No plans are free, and the charge 
made guarantees the customer a plan 
that should lead to the kind of de- 
velopment he had in mind. 

The Lambert Landscape Co. car- 
ries on a continuous educational pro- 
gram. “Garden Notes,” written by 
Henry Lambert, is put out periodi- 
cally for free distribution to the many 
customers who call at the Green 
Barn, besides being used as an cen- 
velope stuffer. 

In the summer of 1953, the publi- 
cation was used to help break a bot- 
tleneck which threatened to cut off or 
seriously reduce sales. The trouble 
was the slim water supply, for in 1953 
it was touch and go with water at 
Dallas. Any threat of drought nat- 
urally puts a damper on homeowners’ 
planting plans. 

Here is a quotation from “Garden 
Notes,” published in the summer of 
1953. “You may plant with confi-

J. O. Lambert, Jr. 


Prime influence in the Lambert or- 
ganization is Joseph O. Lambert, Jr., 
son of the company’s founder. His 
taste and foresight have been major 
factors in the development of the bus- 
iness, the executive direction of which 
is now largely in his hands. 

Brought up in the nursery business, 
young Joe took an early apprentice- 
ship in the family business when it 
was located at Shreveport, La. At 15, 
he enrolled at Columbia University, 
though not with the parental bless- 
ing, and during his first year at col- 
lege he worked his way. The studies 
he pursued were broad, with only oc- 
casional courses in art and landscape 
architecture. But at that time he did 
not aim to become a specialist. He 
traveled abroad and observed works 
of art, and, especially, gardens in 
England, Italy, France and other 
places on the Continent. After a 
broadening period of travel, he re- 
turned to work at the family nursery 
at Shreveport. 

Sixteen years ago, the material the 
firm had in the ground at Shreve- 
port was outrunning the local mar- 
ket.

Changes in Plants 


What did Lambert Landscape Co 
do to change the character of the 
plants that are now used in land- 
scaping Dallas homes? You need only 
to visit the firm’s huge _ heeling-in 
grounds to see what trees and plants 
are recommended. The poorer trees 
that will preempt any soil in this 
area, if permitted, have had to give 
ground to oak trees, crab apple trees 
and hollies. There are also many of 
the improved varieties of pecans in 
the heeling-in grounds. 

The newer homes in Dallas show 
the Lambert influence. They are pre- 
dominently ranch-type homes for 
ranch country, long and low, with no 
basement. There is plenty of 
color in front: sometimes four and 
five colors may be seen from the front 
of the house.

In this northern part of Texas the 
temperature can change 50 degrees 
in three or four hours. The natives 
refer to these cold winds as “blue 
northers.”” While Dallas does have a 
relatively mild winter, these extremes 
of temperature are what many home- 
owners try to minimize by building 
louvered fences out of 6-inch boards 
They are built by alternating boards 
on opposite sides of the post, so that 
no wind can blow directly through 
the fence, and leaving ample provi- 
sion for that movement of air from 
the ground that may freqently spell 
the difference between camellias and 
vardenias that bloom and those that 
just exist until milder winter. 

Describes Landscaping 


Joseph Lambert described the land- 
scaping that distinguishes the homes 
he has worked on about like this: 
Doorways are emphasized by mate- 
rials that do not easily become over- 
grown and at the same time need 
little care; hedges and other plant 
forms or combinations of plants em- 
phasize long flowing, spacious, hori- 
zontal lines and take up as little of 
the yard as possible. ““We try to keep 
our plants in an area not less than 
six inches from the house or walk 
and seldom more than three and a 


half feet from it,” Joseph Lambert, 
Jr., has frequently pointed out 

In estimating the materials that 
go into a complete job of landscap- 
ing a modern home, the firm figures 
not more than one third of the total 
plant materials. Garden 
structures, soil preparation and gar-

den ornaments account for the other 
two thirds. 

Joseph Lambert sums up his phil- 
osophy on what homeowners may 
be warranted in doing to change 
the reaction and fertility of thei 
soil, buffer the winds and use plants 
that may be a bit tender and cer- 
tainly not native to the area, in these 
words: ““Man is continuously striving 
for the bette: 
in his own home he is entitled to 
those plants that will give him pleas- 
ure and make his a more enjoyable 
life. Changing the 
soil so it will encourage gardenias,

is a way for man to bring much 
more color into his everyday life 
I believe that all homes would be

Comments on Business Management in the Nursery 


By John J. Pinney 


SALESMANSHIP NEEDED 


I believe that what the nursery 
business needs, more than anything 
else, is salesmanship. 

In recent years, great strides have 
been made in this country in develop- 
ing new and improved methods of 
plant propagation. Whole new fields 
have been opened to the plant prop- 
agator. Plants that were most diffi- 
cult to propagate, or which we failed 
on completely, are now being repro- 
duced easily and in quantity. 

One example is the reproduction 
of Koster and Moerheim spruce. 
Formerly, these varieties were in- 
creased by grafting only. Cuttings 
rooted slowly, if at all, and the roots 
that were produced were so few and 
weak that they could not support 
the plant. Now there has been de- 
veloped a method whereby one can 
produce a mass of fibrous roots on 
cuttings of these two varieties. 

When I first heard of this, I was 
skeptical, as no doubt many nursery- 
men still are, but when I saw the re- 
sults first-hand, I was convinced 
there was something new in plant 
propagation. 

These new and improved methods 
of propagation will result in greatly 
increased production. I know that 
many will cry out against the danger 
of overproduction and, of course, this 
danger is real, but the potential mar- 
ket for nursery stock has barely been 
scratched. 

Instead of trying frantically to 
hold back production to conform to 
the present market (a negative atti- 
tude), the industry should bend its 
best efforts to extend the market that 
we know exists. It is pretty well rec- 
ognized that gardening has become 
the number one hobby in America, 
but nurserymen have not benefited to 
the extent that they should. 

. The high pressure advertising and 
salesmanship of the manufacturers of 
power mowers, garden tractors, lawn 
sprinklers, fancy fencing, lawn furni- 
ture, etc., have turned too many po- 
tential gardeners into gadgeteers. 

So well have these gadget manu- 
facturers done their job, that a house 
owner, who objects to paying $25 for 
a good specimen of evergreen, will 
plunk down three or four times that 
much for a piece of power equipment 
to take care of the evergreen. The 
equipment will wear out in a few 


seasons, but the evergreen will in- 


crease greatly in value during the 
same time. 

We can take our cue from the 
manufacturers. They spend large 
sums of money to create the desire 
for their product, a desire so great, 
in fact, that the price becomes sec- 
ondary. 

One handicap that the nurseryman 
encounters is the difficulty of identi- 
fying his product. The Jones Nursery 
may spend a lot of money advertising 
the merits of its pin oak as a street 
tree, but when the homeowner de- 
cides to buy a pin oak, he doesn’t 
think of it as a Jones product, so that 
Smith’s pin oak does just as well for 
him. 

The owners of plant patents are 
leading the way out of this dilemma 
by labeling every plant with a more 
or less permanent label. The pro- 
ducer or seller of the plant could be 
identified as well as the variety. 

Another difficulty that hampers 
the nursery business is the extremely 
wide assortment it has to handle. 
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Only a comparatively few items can 
be advertised extensively. The spe- 
cialist has the advantage here. 

In a talk at the New Mexico nur- 
serymen’s convention in May, a Na- 
tional Cash Register sales executive 
stated that nursery stock is a “nat- 
ural” for advertising, because it has 
everything that appeals to the cus- 
tomer. Form, beauty, color, fragrance 
and utility are a few of the attributes 
he mentioned. 

The public wants our products; 
the desire is there; our problem is to 
break down sales resistance. 

It is being done every day by a 
number of highly successful nursery 
sales organizations, using all the 
standard methods cash-and-carry, 
mail-order selling, and door-to-door 
selling. These organizations are 
concentrating most of their efforts on 
selling; production is secondary. In 
fact, a few of these produce nothing 
at all, but buy from the nurserymen 
who know how to grow but cannot 


sell.

ALAMEDA TAX DECISION 


The Alameda county (California 
board of supervisors has agreed with 
County Assessor Russell C. Horst- 
mann that rosebushes are not grow- 
ing crops under present construction 
of California law. As a result nurs- 
ervmen growing rosebushes in Ala- 
meda county will pay taxes next 
year on their crops of roses growing 
in fields as well as those growing in 
pots. 

Nurserymen contended in thei 
argument before the board of equali- 
zation that a field of growing roses 
is just like other farm crops—like 
wheat, corn or sugar beets, which 
are not taxable under California 
law. But the board voted unani- 
mously to sustain County Assessor 
Russell C. Horstmann, whose staff 
has placed growing roses on the list 
of taxables. 

In denying the petition of the nurs- 
erymen for exemption for their field 
crops, the board reversed its position 
of‘ the past year. They were in- 
clined to agree with the nurserymen 
until the district attorney interpreted 
the law.

ROSE GROWERS’ DAY

for the Minnesota rose growers’ day 
held recently at University of Min- 
nesota. Charles E. Doell, superin- 
tendent of parks at Minneapolis, 
spoke on the culture of roses in Min- 
nesota. Walter E. Lammerts, of 
Descanso Distributors, Inc., Chino, 
Calif., gave the background on the 
grandiflora rose. Mr. Lammerts pre- 
dicted a promising future for the 
new rose. 

Robert A. Phillips, profe ssor ol 
ornamental horticulture at the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota, described the 
university’s rose-breeding program 
The program started in 1940, and 
four excellent varieties already have 
been developed and recognized. 

Sidney Hutton, of the Conard- 
Pyle Co., West Grove, Pa., president 
of All-America Rose Selections, spoke 
on the rose breeding being done in 
France, Spain, Germany, Holland 
and Ireland. He commented that 
there is more general interest in 
rose growing in Europe than in the 
United States, but that the 1930 law 
permitting the patenting of new rosé 
hybrids has done much to provide 
incentive for the development of new 
roses in this country.

Rose Society were elected. Mrs 
Ruth Brand, South St. Paul, is the 
president; Dr. L. A. Bolthen, Wi- 
nona, vice-president, and Dr. R. A 
Phillips, secretary-treasurer.

gan State College, East Lansing, 
Mich., instigated one of the first pro- 
grams which dealt specifically with 
the development, preparation and 
application of wax emulsions and 
the subsequent utility of such emul- 
sions in maintaining the quality of 
nursery stock. While wax emulsions 
and vinyl resins have received much 
attention in recent years from nurs- 
erymen, the fact that plant reactions 
to these solutions are often as differ- 
ent as the various plant materials 
handled makes the general use and 
application of these antidesiccants 
prohibitive especially so for the 
mail-order nurseryman, who must 
standardize as nearly as possible his 
shipping operation. 

Other antidesiccants, applied in 
the form of plastic and cellophane 
wraps or bags, asphalt-impregnated 
papers, waxed papers, etc., have been 
incorporated more easily in the pre- 
shipment wrapping procedures and 
consequently are more favorably re- 
ceived by nurserymen. As with the 
vinyl resins and wax emulsions, the 
majority of the work to the present 
time with these moisture retardant 
materials has been done with cut 
foliage, cut flowers, scion wood and 
fruits and vegetables. 


Whitehouse Reports 


Probably the most extensive test- 
ing program in the use of plastic 
films and wrappers for nursery stock 
was reported by W. E. Whitehouse in 
the American Nurseryman, July 15, 
1952. He observed that apple and 
pear scions wrapped in polyethylene 
Alathon) and dispatched to Japan 
by air mail were received in good 
condition. However, prior to this 
date, Donald Wyman, of the Arnold 
Arboretum, reported on the tests 
conducted concerning the many uses 
which were made of polyethylene at 
the arboretum. In this regard he 
noted that azaleas approximately 
three feet in height, which were dug 
bare root in the spring and wrapped 
securely in polyethylene, could be 
stored outdoors without 
long as a month. 

Polyethylene, in the form used, 
was first developed by the Imperial 
Chemical Ind., Ltd., of England, 
and at first was known as polythene, 
a high polymer of ethylene. E. I. du 
Pont de Nemours & Co. the 
first company licensed to manufac- 
ture this plastic resin in the United 
States. Du Pont first called its prod- 
uct polyethylene, but later changed 
to the trade name Alathon. The Bake- 
lite Co. was also licensed to manu-

During the spring of 1952, thre« 
root dip preparations—Geon, Rutex 
a proprietary mixture) and Metho- 
cel—were applied to the root systems 
of rose and strawberry plants by ex- 
perimenters at the Iowa state agri- 
cultural experiment station. These 
treated plants were then packaged in 
various types of wrapping materials 
and shipped to Michigan State Col- 
lege, a distance of 600 miles, and re- 
turned. The plants were then 
weighed and placed in the field under 
an overhead irrigation system, and 
final records were taken later in the 
season on survival. From these 
studies it was learned that small or- 
ders of roses—that is, orders contain- 
ing from one to six No. 1 plants 
could be shipped bare root in a plas- 
tic sheet-kraft combination or sin- 
gle layers in Glas Kraft E-2, with as 
much success as was achieved with 
the current packaging technique. 
The average cost of wrapping and 
postage to zone 4 through the use 
of these wrap modifications was re- 
duced from 10 to 12 cents for small 
orders of strawberries and 
However, these tests left much to be 
desired, in that the packaging se- 
quence in the preparation of plants 
for shipment by the average mail- 
order nursery does not lend itself fa- 
vorably to the application, either as 
a spray or dip, of most antidesiccant 
materials. Consequently it was neces- 
sary with this foundation, as well as 
with materials such as polyethylene, 
and polyethylene fused to kraft 
paper, to determine the materials’ 
ability to prevent desiccation and de- 
terioration of plants under shipping 
conditions.

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not be correlated with plant survival 
in the field. Of greater consequence 
in the shipment of perennial plants 
is the condition of the plant material 
at the time of packaging. In this con- 
nection the internal plant moisture, 
as well as the over-all quality of the 
specimen, is of utmost importance. 


Sealed Bags for Carnations 


Each new packaging method ap- 
plied to carnations represented a 
savings in both material and postal 
outlay as compared with the cur- 
rently employed method of packag- 
ing (table 1). However, in consider- 
ation of consumer acceptance as well 
as plant survival after shipment, the 
treatment which utilized sealed poly- 
ethylene bags was outstanding. 

In packaging this type of material 
it is essential that no excessive mois- 
ture be applied to the plant at the 
time of wrapping. If moisture is ap- 
plied, even if the merchandiser ap- 
plies a fungicide solution to prevent 
or retard the development of storage 
molds or rots, the number of plants 
which survive relatively long-dis- 
tance shipment will be greatly re- 
duced. It was interesting to note that 
retarding moisture from the 
packages did not, in most instances, 
result in increased field survival. This 
may be partly due to the fact that, in 
many of the treatments, the moisture 
actually lost in shipment was not ex- 
treme and consequently the differ- 
ences in plant survival between treat- 
ments could not be justified by the 
quantity of moisture lost from the 
packages and plants while en route. 


loss 


Observations on general plant ap- 
pearance were made for all treat- 
ments. These general ratings illus- 
trate the gradual, or in some cases 
abrupt, degeneracy of the plants in 
the various packages from one ship- 
ment to the next. It was evident 
under the conditions of this test that, 
irrespective of the type of treatment, 
carnation plants do not ship well late 
in the season, inasmuch as the rela- 
tively high temperatures encountered 
during June, as well as the increased 
temperatures in the field at the time 
of planting, make it difficult for the 
plants to become established. 

The only method of packaging 
which was consistently outstanding 
involved the use of an over-all poly- 
ethylene sealed bag. Prior to their 
packaging, the plants had been stored 
bare root in a refrigerated storage at 
30 degrees Fahrenheit. The plants 
were removed from storage and bun- 
dled in lots of five. The bundles were

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Twist-Ems. The shipping tag was a 
combination shipping and nursery 
inspection tag. It was tied at a point 
immediately below the Twist-Em, the 
correct postage was applied and the 
bundle was placed in the mail sack. 

From table | it is apparent that 
two of the most outstanding wrap 
modifications gave savings around 8 
cents in postage and from 2 to 3 cents 
in the cost of packaging and at the 
same time did a better job than the 
currently employed pack used for 
shipping these plants to customers 
in an acceptable condition. 

Through the use of a polyethylene 
bag, which was not sealed, in addi- 
tion to an outer kraft wrap, plants 
early in the season were in exception- 
ally good condition after shipment. 
However, because of increased tem- 
peratures as the season progressed, 
this method of packaging carnations 
failed to hold up. 


Delphinium Ships Best in Open Bag 


The most efficient method of pack- 
aging delphinium for shipment in 
small quantities was somewhat simi- 
lar to that employed for carnations. 
As in the case of carnations (a typi- 
cal green-top perennial), there was 
little correlation between the amount 
of moisture lost by the plant mate- 
rials during shipment and the num- 
ber of plants which survived after 
planting. Again, as the season pro- 
gressed and the temperatures in- 
creased, the number of plants sur- 
viving in the field was proportion- 
ately decreased. 

Sealed polyethylene bags, used to 
package orders of 10 plants, although 
inexpensive and easy to apply, did 
not supply adequate ventilation for 
delphinium. However, by dropping 
the plants into a polyethylene bag, 
which was allowed barely to cover 
the old stalks, and wrapping these 
packages in 60-pound kraft paper, it 
was possible te maintain the plants 
in excellent condition in shipments 
made in April and May. The average 
savings in postage for this size of 
package to zone 4 amounted to near- 
ly 4 cents a package, although the 
cost difference between this method 
of packaging and the commercial 
pack was negligible. 

As would be expected with a per- 
ennial such as delphinium, which 
at the time of shipment consists only 
of a perishable succulent root to- 
gether with a tender crown, a wrap- 
ping procedure which would protect 
these organs and at the same time 
permit adequate exchange of gases 
would do a good job of maintaining 
the plants in a viable condition dur- 
ing shipment. Consequently, a pack-

Shipment of Strawberries 


Dormant strawberry plants which 
are shipped in the late 
are relatively easy to package for 
mail-order shipment, provided they 
are properly handled. On the other 
hand, plants no longer dormant 
which are breaking at the crown are 
most difficult to package for ship- 
ment to retail markets. In general, 
this plant type is extremely sensitive 
to the conditions which exist in the 
package during the time it is being 
shipped or held.

From the tests it was evident that 
poor shipping quality could be at- 
tributed to two factors, as follows: 
(1) Excessively succulent _ plants 
which contain an abundance of 
moisture at the time of packaging 
and (2) the large quantities of free 
moisture existing in the package aftet 
shipment. Each of these conditions 
proved to be equally harmful from 
the aspect of plant survival, and of 
interest, therefore, is the fact that 
those wrapping procedures which 
made use of polyethylene appeared 
to have a stabilizing effect on the 
plants during the transit period 
Sealed polyethylene bags, 4x2x11 
inches, with an over-all wrap of 60- 
pound kraft, or 60-pound kraft with 
a 1¥%-mil. fused polyethylene coat, 
maintained a decidedly higher record 
of plant survival as well as offered a 
sizable saving over and above the sur- 
vival and cost figures recorded fot 
the commercial pack treatment. The 
savings involved for these treatments 
ranged from 5 to 6 cents’ postage on 
a bundle of 25 plants and around 2 
cents in the cost of materials for 
packaging. 

It is recommended that this plant 
material be shipped at the earliest 
possible shipping date for adequate 
and satisfactory plant survival. If, 
however, the plants can be main- 
tained in a dormant condition, either 
in refrigerated storage or through 
freezing, they can be shipped rela- 
tively long distances at nearly any 
season of the year with relatively 
good field stands.

package cannot be contoured easily 
without injuring the existing root 
framework. In addition, roses which 
are unusually thorny, or which have 
a brittle root system, as we have men- 
tioned, should be either root wrapped 
or butted in a heavy nursery paper 
before being wrapped in the poly- 
kraft sheet. By so doing, the nursery- 
man will find it easy to produce a 
more uniform, compact package 
without punctures and without dan- 
ger to his employees, to postal clerks 
or customers from protruding thorns. 


Merchandising in Bags 


Individual items for retail 
display which move rapidly, or which 
can be prepackaged and sold in re- 
frigerated display can be effi- 
ciently merchandised in sealed poly- 
ethylene bags. It is essential that 
such items be maintained in as near- 
ly a dormant state as possible, be- 
cause forced growths made during 
extended periods of sale are difficult 
to harden off once the plants have 
been taken home and planted by the 
customer.

Deciduous shrubs and small trees 
can be efficiently packed for mail- 
order sales in over-all 11/-mil. poly- 
ethylene bags. Packages such as this, 
which are to be in transit for periods 
of more than three days, should be 
ventilated with from eight to 10 
small holes to permit adequate gase- 
ous exchange. The average saving in 
postage for this type of package will 
be approximately 5 cents as com- 
pared with the commercial 3-plant 
package. Material costs for this size 
pack will average in the vicinity of 
3 cents’ saving on a package when 
compared with the cost of shingle 
tow, impregnated nursery paper and 
kraft used for the commercial pack- 
age.

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GARDEN FEATURES

Although a feature may be viewed 
directly from one direction, the plan- 
ning should also be arranged so that 
the feature may be glimpsed from 
various sections of the property. 
Sometimes this may be accomplished 
by a break in the hedge, as shown 
by the sun dial in illustration A. The 
result is more satisfying if an observer 
can catch only partial or quick views. 
Usually we always desire more of 
something that is good if we receive 
only a taste or partial view of it. 

Oftentimes a feature cither fits the 
area or not; there is no in-between. 
For instance, the log seat in illustra- 
tion B looks as though it belongs 
with the mountain laurel and gray 
birch. It is not the most comfortable 
of seats, however. A large rock with 
a natural depression may be utilized 
as a birdbath. Not everybody can 
find or use a suitable rock of the nec- 
essary size, but something compar- 
able can be created for those who de- 
sire a natural birdbath. 

Homeowners often create their 
own garden features. These are par- 
ticularly important to the owners, 
and when landscape men encounter 
these homemade objects — birdbath 
or pink heron—they should find a 
place for them! 


Pools and Accessories 


The use, and placement, of pools is 
a topic in itself, but the accessories 
that are in harmony with pools are 
worthy of a few words. A lordly ce- 
ramic frog, for example, is certainly 
entitled to a position in or near a 
pool. Many other decorations are 
just as well suited for a pool setting. 

Oftentimes there are excellent fea- 
tures on properties which go un- 
noticed. For instance, old wells can 
be made an important part of a gar- 
den. Sometimes false wells can be 
created, which look rustic. The well 
shown in illustration C, with its over- 
hanging Virginia creeper and basal 
hinoki false cypress, is not well plant- 
ed, but it is important to its owners, 
as it has been a part of the home- 
stead for many years. It does not nec- 
essarily make any difference, either, 
whether this feature functions as a 
well. The essential thing to remem- 
ber is that it did function once and 
does in the memories of the owners. 
It can make a fitting feature. 

Features should often be located 
so that they can be easily seen from 
the windows of the most lived-in 
rooms. This is an important consid- 
eration for the winter months, or any 
month, for that matter.

procedure is quite time-consuming 
by modern standards. With these ob- 
jections in mind and _ particularly 
when confronted with repeated fail- 
ures to root certain varieties by this 
method, we decided to install a small 

mist frame in June, 1953. 


Testing in Summer, 1953 


Our first mist frame was simply 
constructed by adaption of an ordi- 
nary coldframe, 6x15 feet. The bot- 
tom of this frame was sloped toward 
the center to create drainage. A shal- 
low drainage ditch was then dug 
centrally through the frame. This 
was filled with broken pots and simi- 
lar rubble. The frame was then filled 
to a depth of about six inches with 
an excellent coarse grade of good 
propagating sand. A light wooden 
frame about four feet high was then 
erected, the sides of the coldframe 
providing basic support. This frame 
was furnished with cloth ends and 
sides. The sides could be rolled up 
for insertion of the cuttings. The 
frame ran east and west, and, since 
there was no top covering, there was 
a disproportionately long exposure 
to sunlight on the northern half. 

The mist was provided by a row 
of nozzles inserted about 18 inches

During the period June 5 through 
August 10, the mist was kept operat- 
ing practically 24 hours per day. In 
the conditions of this test, the root- 
ing table I) of small 
numbers of 30 species and varieties 
were generally satisfactory, while 
unsatisfactory results experi- 
enced with 11. The survival of these 
rooted cuttings following our normal 
potting procedures was a much more 
difficult problem.

With the exception of Juniperus 
pfitzeriana, in which minor deteri- 
oration of the foliage was combined 
with rotting below the sand line, all 
of these unsuccessful varieties showed 
marked deterioration of the foliage. 
The foliage first became pale green, 
especially at the growing tip. This 
was followed by a variety of 
symptoms, including dark brown 
dead spots in the foliage of Syringa 
spp. and a comparatively soft rot on 
Gypsophila Bristol Fairy. In general, 
however, the mist frame was remark- 
ably free from recognizable 
pests or diseases. The very high light 
intensity is probably unfavorable for 
the development of disease organ- 
isms.

callus, accompanied in some _ in- 
stances by a few very brittle roots. 
I should welcome correspondence 
with any fellow propagator who 
roots this plant successfully, espe- 
cially on a commercial basis. 

Detailed results with 13 species 
and varieties are given in table I. 
Closely comparable results were ob- 
tained with similar numbers of the 
following 10 species: Cotinus cog- 
gygria Purple Fringe (see figure 3), 
Deutzia lemoinei, Forsythia sp., Hy- 
drangea_ paniculata’ grandiflora, 
Kolkwitzia amabilis (foliage water- 
soaked in appearance, but 43 of 50 
cuttings stuck on June 6 were potted 
June 29), Ligustrum vicaryi Golden 
Privet, Lonicera claveyi nana, Picea 
pungens glauca Blue Spruce, Sym- 
phoricarpos chenaulti and Weigela 
Bristol Ruby.

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the basal ends of the cuttings, but 
the needles were not disturbed. They 
were treated with Hormodin 3 by 
smearing the powder on the cut su: 
face only. They were then stuck very 
shallowly in the southwest corner of 
the mist frame, where they could 
have received only a very little di- 
rect sunlight. I was amazed at the 
rapidity with which they rooted and 
am not at all sure that this experi- 
ence is repeatable. 

The 17 rooted cuttings, which 
were potted on October 15, made no 
top growth in the ensuing few 
months in a warm greenhouse. They 
did, however, establish themselves in 
the pots and were considered ready 
for cold storage the following Janu- 
ary. These little plants died in stor- 
age, probably because of drying out 
or some other unfavorable storag 
condition. 


Good-Rooting Perennials 


The following herbaceous peren- 
nials rooted well under continuous 
mist: Aster Harrington’s Pink; Di- 
centra  spectabilis, old-fashioned 
bleeding heart; lythrum varieties; 
Physostegia virginica, and P. Sum- 
mer Glow. 

Sixteen out of 25 Dicentra specta- 
bilis cuttings rooted and began to 
break buds in about six weeks after 
sticking June 12. The cuttings were 
made by a method recommended by 
Constant de Groot, of Sheridan, Ont 

Strong shoots were cut into seg- 
ments, including two buds and, of 
course, two leaves. The lower leaf 
was removed by cutting through the 
petiole fairly close to the bud. Th 
upper leaf was left practically intact 
The cuttings were hormone treated 
by smearing their lower cut surfac 
only with Hormodin 2. They were 
then stuck rather deeply in the con- 
stant mist frame. The exposed foli- 
age and stem began to go dormant, 
but this process was accompanied 
by the development of roots and buds 
at the buried base of the cutting 
When removed from the frame for 
potting, the old stems tended to ab- 
scise cleanly at the base, leaving the 
basal growing bud in the dominant 
position. These little plants were 
successfully potted and overwintered 
well in a protected coldframe. 

In the period June through July, 
1953, we became convinced that we 
could root a wide variety of species 
in our mist frame, but, as previously 
stated, survival after potting was 
quite a different matter. We found 
that most cuttings rooted quickly 
and promptly died after potting.

to harden them off as much as pos- 
sible while still in the cutting frame. 
After potting, we plunge or set the 
potted plants in coldframes covered 
with lath shades and moistened bur- 
lap. We progressively expose the 
cuttings to more and more light until 
they are finally able to thrive in the 
full sun of early autumn. This meth- 
od did not work with most of the 
material from our mist frame. 

We tried several methods with lit- 
tle success. We stuck some cuttings 
in flats and attempted to move them 
in and out of the mist frame for 
hardening purposes, but found the 
method too laborious. We placed the 
recently potted plants back in the 
mist frame for a few days, but this 
only delayed the shock of eventually 
removing them to our plunging cold- 
frames. We substituted sash and bur- 
lap for lath shade and burlap, but 
we still lost many, or even most, of 
our best rooted cuttings.

more serious problem than mere 
rooting. We had had considerable 
trouble in rooting Hydrangea panic- 
ulata grandiflora by our tent house 
method in that the cuttings were 
usually wiped out by a soft rot be- 
ginning in the tips and working 
rapidly toward the base. We had 
succeeded fairly well in both rooting 
and potting two small lots of this 
species and were resolved to try it in 
commercial numbers. We also de- 
cided to attempt to harden the cut- 
tings in the mist frame. 


Hardening in Mist Frame 


August 10, 1953, we made 3,500 
cuttings of Hydrangea arborescens 
grandiflora. These cuttings were soft 
tips approximately six inches long 
with the basal cut made about one- 
half inch below a node. The cut sur- 
faces at the base were all smeared 
with Hormodin 2. The cuttings 
were then divided into lots | and 2 
and handled as follows: 

Lot 1. Three thousand cuttings 
were stuck in a mist frame, where 
they were sprayed continuously for 
the first week, during d: iylight hours 
only for the second week, for about 
nine hours daily during the third 
week and at the discretion of the 
propagator during the final 10 days 
of the 31-day period. September 10, 
2,700 (90 per cent) well-rooted cut- 
tings were potted. These plants were 
successfully established and over- 
wintered in an ordinary plunging 
frame without special care or pre- 
cautions. 

Lot 2. Five hundred cuttings were 
stuck in a tent house, where they 
were given normal care during the 
ensuing 31 days. September 10, 200 
(40 per cent) lightly rooted cuttings 
were potted. As with lot 1, these 
plants were then successfully estab- 
lished and overwintered in an ordi- 
nary plunging frame. 

These results convinced us that, 
at least in our conditions and with 
our types of plant material, harden- 
ing in the mist frame was the pre- 
ferred method of handling misted 
cuttings. In general 
planned to allow about a month for 
the easily rooted plants and corre- 
spondingly longer periods up to the 
entire summer for the most difficult 
ones.
